surface of the printed circuit boaM immediately surrounding the cavity so as to bridge 
across the one or more cavity openWs and to at least partially infiU the cavity, wherein 
the cavity is substantially inaccessibly to subsequently-applied coatings.

a volume of spa\w defined by the leads of a component, the component body and 
M^rinted wiring boardVherein the volume of space has a plurality of openings to the 
Surface of the printed circuit board between neighboring component leads. 

4. (Amended) The printed circuit board of claim 1 , wherein the cavity comprises: 
a volume of space between neighboring components mounted on the printed 

wiring board.

a volume of space between a component mounted on the printed wiring board and 

the printed wiring board. 
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
